Brief  Cultural  Directions. 

Strawberries  require  good,  well  tilled,  soil.  The  plants  should  be  set  15 
inches  part  in  rows  two  feet  apart  and  planted  firmly.  Cultivate  them 
thoroughly  and  cut  off  all  runners.  About  the  middle  of  December,  cover  the 
beds  about  three  inches  deep  with  salt-hay,  straw  or  leaves.  In  Spring  as  soon 
as  they  show  signs  of  growth,  push  covering  away  from  the  plants  to  allow 
them  to  come  through.  Do  not  take  the  mulching  away  from  in  between  the 
plants  or  rows,  as  this  will  keep  the  berries  clean  and  also  prevent  the  growth 
of  weeds.
